ters,  who  have  been  so  unfortunate  as 
not  to  have  been  noticed  in  the  different 
histories  of  the  times  past  and  present. 
The  present  times  we  are  sure  will 
furnish  ample  food  for  future  publica- 
tions of  the  same  character ;  this  will 
suffice  as  a  preface,  so  that  I  will  pro- 
ved with  my  narrative. 

Having  had  a  call  to  visit  a  certain 
locality  iu  McLeod  county,  on  the  23i 
inst..  I  arrived  at  Young  America  on 
my  way  thither,  and  found  that  usuaUy 
fjuipt  neighborhood  in  great  consterna- 
tion over  thft  reports  that  Indians  were 
gathering  around  that  locality.  The 
militia  of  that  place  were  rapidly  con- 
centrating, for  the  purpose  of  striking 
terror  into  the  flinty  hearts  of  such 
feavages  as  ventured  to  expose  themselves 
from  behind  those  dense  prickly  ash 
thickets  or  grassy  wilds  whi(A  abound 
in  that  neighborhood.  The  militia  con- 
sidered themselves  well  armed,  as  they 
were  provided  with  Belgian  muskets 
and  long  bayonets.  After  having  gone 
through  with  the  u:?ual  preliminaries  of 
making  myself  acjuainted,  I  proceeded 
to  cncjuirc  what  the  matter  was,  and 
til  is  was  the  story.

ANECDOTES  OF  GE.^.  GRANT; 

We  find  the  following  in  the  Detroit 

Exjfess : 

"A  gentleman  of  this  city,  trho  was 
an  early  friend  of  General  Grant,  fur- 
nishes the  following  reminiscences  of 
the  brave  general  who  has  so  inseparably 
linked  his  name  with  the  victories  of  the 
western  armies : 

"General  Grant  is  of  a  Methodist  fam- 
ily of  Ohio,  and  married  the  daughter  of 
a  Methodist  local  preacher,  and  the 
grandaughter  of  the  pioneer  of  Method- 
ism in  western  Pennsylvania,of  the  name 
of  Wrenshall.  When  ndt  much  over 
twelve  years  of  age  he  was  at  school, 
and  had  as  a  school-fellow  his  o«rn  natu- 
ral  cousin,  whose  parents  were  British 
subjects  of  Canada.  Y'oung  Grant  was 
taught  to  forgive  injuries,  as  a  Divine 
precept,  and  to  do  good  and  not  evil  to 
others,  and  his  father  had  impressed  his 
mind  with  love  of  country  and  reverence 
for  the  name  of  Washington.  The  Ca- 
nadian had  been  otherwise  educated, 
and  believed  Washington  a  rebel.  On 
one  occasion  a  discussion  arose  between 
the  boys  as  to  love  of  country  and  duty 
to  a  king,  when  John  said :  "U.  S., 
(Grant  had  been  nicknamed  U.  S.,) 
i/our  Washington  was  a  rebel,  and 
fought  against  his  king." 

"Grant  replied :  "Jack,  you  must 
stop  that  or  I'll  flog  you.  I  can  forgive 
you  for  abusing  me,  but  if  you  abuse 
our  Washington  I'll  ofl"  coat  and  fight, 
though  you  are  cousin  Jack,  and  mother 
may  lick  me  for  not  forgiving."  The 
boys  foughc.  Jack  got  the  worst  of  it, 
but  'U  y.'  was  about  being  whipped  at 
home  for  fighting,  when  his  father  in- 
terposed anil  saved  him,  saying,  '*The 
boy  who  will  fight  for  Washington  will 
prove  himself  a  man  and  a  Christian,  if 
God  spares  him  tor  twenty  years."

MAXIMILIAN^A  EMPEROR  OF 
MEXICO. 


Ferdinand  Maximilian,  Joseph,  Arch- 
duke of  Austria,  whom  the  Assembly 
of  Mexican  Notables  has  just  elected 
Emperior  of  Mexico,  is  the  oldest  broth- 
er of  the  reigning  Em[)eror  of  Austria, 
lie  was  born  on  the  7th  of  July.  1828, 
and  is  con.sequciiily  ih  rty-fivo  years 
of  age.  He  w.is  married  on  the  27th 
of  July,  1859,  to  Maria  Charlotte, 
daufifhter  of  the  Kinar  of  BelLnum.  but 
has  no  issue  from  thi.<  marriage.  Arch- 
duke Maximilian  is  a  Vice- Admiral, 
and  chief  commander  of  the  Austrian 
Navy,  and  is  reported  to  have  a  thorough 
famdiarily  with  everything  belonging 
to  the  naval  service. 

He  has  the  reputation  of  being  the 
most  liberal  among  all  the  Austian 
Princes,  and  a  warm  supporter  of  the 
constitution  which  his  brother  is  now 
trying  to  develop  in  AuL-tria. 

The  candidature  of  Archduke  Maxi- 
milliau  for  the  Mexican  tlirone  is  not 
new,  for  he  was  the  first  choice  both 
of  Gen.  Almonte  and  the  French  gov- 
ernment. He  was  sounded  personally

SIOUX  AT  FORT  SNELLING. 

Some  eighty  Sioux  Indians,  men  wo- 
men and  children,  are  at  Fort  Snelling. 
They  comprise  a  portion  of  those  who 
surrendered  last  year,  and  strayed  away 
from  the  rest,  and  have  been  picked  up 
and  brought  in.  The  men  are  all  old 
and  decrepit,  and  took  no  pnrt  in  the 
massacres. 

There  are  also  sixty  more  at  Fort 
Ridgley,  who  will  be  brought  down  in  a 
short  time,  when  all  will  be  handed  ov- 
er to  the  Sioux  Agent  in  this  city,  and 
will  probably  be  sent  to  Dakota.

Father  also  told  me  that  he  was  getting 
old,  and  wanted  me  to  go  with    him    to 
carry  his  bundles.     He    left  his   wives 
and  other  children  behind.     There  were 
16  men  and  one  squaw  in  the  party  that 
went  below  with  us.     AYe  had  no  horses 
{  but  walked  all  the  way  down  to  the  set- 
I  tlements.     Father  and    I  were  picking 
!  red  berries  near    "Scattered  Lake,"   at 
'  the  time  he  was  shot.     It  was  near  night 
He  was  hit  the  first  time   in  the   side, 
just  above  the  hip.     His  gun  and   mine 
were  lying  on  the  ground.     He  took  up 
my  gun  and  fired  it  first,   and  then  fired 
his  own.     He  was  shot  the  second,  when 
he  was  firing  his    own    gun.     The    ball 
struck  the  stock  of  his  gun,  and  then  hit 
him  in   the    shoulders.     This   was   the 
shot  that  killed  him.     He  told   me  that 
he  was  killed,  and  asked  me  for  water, 
which  I  gave  him.     He  died  immediate- 
ly after.     When  I    heard    the  first  shot 
fired,  I  laid  down  and  the  man   did  not 
see  me  before  father  was  killed. 

A  short  time  before  father  was  killed, 
an  Indian  named  Ili-u-ka,  who  maried 
the  daughter  of  my  father's  second  wife 
came  to  him.  He  had  a  horse  with  him 
a  gray  colored  coat  that  he  had  taken 
from  a  man  that  he  had  killed  to  the 
north  of  where  father  was  killed.  He 
gave  the  coat  to  father,  telling  him  he 
might  need  it  when  it  rained,  as  he  had 
no  coat  with  him.  Ili-u-ka  said  he  had 
a  horse  now,  and  was  going  back  to  the 
Indian  country. 

The  Indians  that  went  down  with  us 
separated.  Eight  of  them  and  the  squaw 
went  north,  the  other  eight  went  farther 
down.  I  have  not  seen  any  of  them 
since  after  father  was  killed.  I  took 
both  guns  and  the  ammunition,  and 
started  to  go  to  Devil's  Lake,  where  I 
expected  to  find  some  of  my  friends. 
When  I  got  to  Beaver  Creek   I  saw  the

The  case  of  Nelson  March,  one  of  the 
deputy  Provost  Marshals,  which  was 
tried  on  Wednesday  without  obtaining 
a  verdict,  came  up  again  at  the  Police 
Court  yesterday  morning.

Washington,  Aug.  11. 

There  is  nothing  new  from  the  front 
to-day  from  our  army.  Y^esterday  eight 
prisoners  and  five  deserters  from  the 
1st  Mississippi  cavalry  were  brought  in. 
The  deserters  report  and  it  is  generally 
believed,  that  three  corps  of  Lee's  army 
have  gone  down  to  Fredericksburg  to  oc- 
cupy the  heights  there. 

The  following  from  the  rebel  army  is 
from  the  Richmond  ^^xam^Vr^r  of  the  6th. 

Stafibrd  is  again  in  possession  of  the 
enemy  and  the  old  den  of  the  Rappa- 
hannock seems  to  be  re-occupied  and  wi  11 
doubtless  become  yet  the  subject  and 
scene  of  another  bloody  conflict.  There 
seems  to  be,  however,  some  change  of 
pDsition  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  in 
the  passage  of  the  river  is  intended  by 
way  of  the  upper  fords  and  in  advance  of 
the  fatal  heights  of  Fredericksburg.

The 
recent  proclamation  of  Jeff.  Davis,  call- 
ing upon  all  to  take  up  arms,  is  exciting 
great  anxiety  throughout  the  State. 
Thousands  are  taking  to  swamps  and 
mountains  to  avoid  conscription.  The 
occupation  of  Raleigh  by  the  Federal 
forces,  so  that  arms  and  a  rendezvous 
of  safety  may  be  furnished  to  the  people 
in  order  that  North  Carolina  may  be 
able  to  return  to  the  Union,  is  the  daily 
supplication  of  the  citizens  from  all 
parts  of  the  State  who,  sincerely  desire 
peace  and  protection.  If  this  step  be 
taken  at  once,  and  an  additional  Union, 
force  sent  there,  the  rebellion  in  Vir- 
ginia and  North  Carolina  will  end  in  30 
days.

Navigation  RESUMED.—The  quiet 
current  of  our  ''Creek"  was  again  broken 
on  Monday  last  by  the  well  known  and 
equally  well  patronized  steamer  Albany, 
which  arrived  at  out  levee  fully  equip- 
ped and  officered,  ready  to  carry  freight 
or  passengers,  with  dispatch  and  at  mod- 
crate  rates.     We  understand  there  will 
be   no  more  postponements  "on  account 
of  the  weather,"  and  that  she  has  been 
lengthened,  and  otherwise  remodeled  in 
order  to  enable  her  to  run  both  by  land 
and    water,    and  unless  the  bed  of  the 
river  disappears  with  the   falling  tide, 
•she  will  run  regularly  between  here  and 
•St.  Paul  making  tri-weekly  trips,  leaving 
t'arverand  Chaska  Tuesday's  Thursday's 
•and  Saturday's,  and  returning  the  alter- 
nate days.

Rain  and  River. — In  the  past  week 
we  have  had  continued  showers  of  rain, 
imparting  new  life  to  the  "vegetable 
kingdom,"  which  drinks  in  every  drop, 
and  deprives  the  river  of  any  great  share 
in  its  benefits.  Until  the  ground  is 
thoroughl  y  soaked  and  the  springs  filled, 
the  river  craft  and  wood-owners 
need  not  indulge  in  the  joyous  hope  of 
high  water.  The  river  has  risen  in  all 
six  or  eight  inches,  and  is  still  risinir. 
Small  barge  loads  of  wood  are  occasion- 
ally dropping  down  stream  for  St.  Paul, 
but  with  little  profit  owing  to  the  light 
load  which  must  necessarily  be  taken.

On  July  20th,  of  wounds  received  at  the  battle 
of  Gettysburg,  JOHN  ELLSWORTH,  of  Com- 
pany C,  First  Minnesota  Regiment,  son  of  Thom- 
as and  Mary  Ellsworth,  of  Y«ung  America, 
Carver  Co.  He  was  aged  22  years,  1  month  and 
IG  days. 

The   deceased    whose   family  live  in 
Young  America,  was  at  the  time  of  his 
enlistment  a  resident  of  Chaska,  where 
for  several  years  he  had  been  employed 
by  his  uncle  and  by  Mr.  J.  TV.  Gregg. 
He,  together  with  C.  B.  Tirrell,  may 
be  justly  claimed  as  the  pioneers  in  vol- 
unteering  from  this  place,  they   being 
the  only  two  enlisting  in  the    1st  Regi- 
ment.    During  the  many  severe  ordeals 
through  which   the    1st   regiment  has 
passed,    many    an   anxious  inquiry  has 
passed  the  lips  of  our  villagers  in  respect 
to  the  fate  of  these   young   men.     We 
have  followed    one  through  the  vicissi- 
tudes of  an  unparalleled  warfare,  for  the 
space  of  two  and  a  halt  years,  until  his 
last  act  in  the  woeful   tragedy  of  blood 
has  been  performed,  and  he  forever  rests 
from  his  labors.     Probably  no  man  from 
this  vicinity   has  as  yet   performed  the 
same   duties,  or   made  a   better  soldier, 
than   John   Ellsworth.      He   has   been 
continually  with  his  regiment,  and  met 
the  steel  of  our  common  enemy  seventeen 
times  in  the  various  battles  and  skirm- 
ishes of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.     On 
the    Peninsula  he  was  wounded  in  the 
neck,   but  soon  rejoined  his  regiment, 
and  in   the  fatal   battle  of  Gettysburg, 
received  a  wound  in  the  leg,  on  account 
of  which  amputation  became  necessary; 
which,    though    intended   as  a  remedial 
step,  proved  too  much   for  his  physical 
endurance.     All    honor    to    the   noble 
dead.

The  Sioux  City   Register  of  August 
1st  contains  several  accounts   of  depre- 
dations and  murders  by   Sioux  Indians 
in  the  Territories  of  Dakota  and  Nebras- 
ka, along  the  Missouri  valley.     A  whole 
family   was     massacred   at   St.    James, 
Nebraska.     A  steambot  was   fired    into 
by  a  band  of  Indians,  and    compelled  to 
land  above  Fort  Pierre.     They   let   her 
proceed  after  taking  what  they  wanted. 
All  the  trading  posts  above  Fort  Pierre, 
have  been    attacked    or   threatened    by 
Indians.     Fort  Berthold    was  attacked, 
one  man  killed,  and  the  stock  driven  off. 
The  whole  Sioux  nation    seems  bent  on 
provoking  its  extermination.

Devil's  Lake. — A  cjrrespouJent 
who  wa.s  with  Captain  Bart's  command, 
which  captuced.the  son  of  Little  Crowi 
g.ves  the  fallowing  descrip:ion  of  Devil's 
Lake  and  its  surroundiuirs: 

Devil's  Lake  we  found  much  larger 
than  we  had  expec'cd.  It  is  fully  sixty- 
fi,ie  m  les  in  length,  ani  its  waters  are 
nearly  as  salt  as-tliose  «f  the  Atlantic, 
ihcre  is  an  Island  covered  with  scrub 
oak  at  the  sja  hwest  enl,  containing 
somf  4  J  jd  acres.  The  immediate  shore 
is  abouL  equilly  divided  between  prairie 
and  timber,  bur  after  passing  a  half  a 
m  le  irjiu  the  lake  the  country  is  one 
vast  railing  prairie,  as  far  as  the  eye  can 
reacdi,  dottcl  all  over  with  numerous 
small  Uke^  of  Salt  water.  The  lake 
abounds  wilh  ti<h,  and  has  a  pretty 
shore,  i'ram  which  we  picked  many 
beautiful  specimeui  of  petrified  wood, 
bone,  &c.,  &c.  We  find  nearly  every- 
thing ai  ihijs  <kirac  er,  readily  petrified 
in  this  region. 

The  Sea  Gull  and  many  difFerebt  spe- 
ces  of  birds  that  we  have  seen  along 
the  iharesof  the  Atlantic  and  the  great 
lake;,  are  here  found  in  great  numbers; 
flocks  of  great  White  Swans  are  contin« 
ually  i'ouad  flyinj:  around  the  shores  and 
sw.ming  over  the  surface  of  the.  lake.

A  wild  dog  makes  his 
oei  am)ug  ihe  long  grass,  and  to  render 
it  c  )nii'ar-.ib!e  he  pus  down  his  nose, 
turns  raund  several  times,  and  so  throws 
down  the  grass  in  the  space  in  which  he 
luriis;  then  lies  down  and  comfortable 
goes  to  sleep.  There  are  other  anala 
goui  instances  of  the  retention  of  an 
or  g  nal  iustinct  or  habit  throughout 
cjunde-is  generations.  Thus  the  com- 
mon sheep,  in  a  state  of  nature  seek 
safe  y  at  night  from  the  beasts  of  prey 
upon  the  mou;;t  in  tops.  The  domesti- 
cate 1  sheep  retain  the  instinctive  habit, 
al:h)ugh  the  necessity  no  longer  exists: 
.VII  the  nnrning  they  may  be  .seen  feed, 
ing  will  their  head  down  the  hill,  and 
as  regularly  ascending  in  the  afternooB.
